The technique of stop-motion animation has been around 
for at least a century 


In any stop-motion animated movie, artists will create 
anywhere from 50 to over 250 puppets/clay models. 


Stop-motion animation characters do share one common 
trait with human beings - they have skeletons also known 
as armatures. An armature is basically a metal skeleton 
crafted for smooth movement and must be able to support 
the character's pose. 


When Gromit was first designed he was meant to have a 
mouth and be a talking dog. This idea was dropped once 
it became clear how expressive he could be just through 
small movements of the eyes, ears and brow. 
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
